No ‘baby boom’ but enough 
to boost the population total 


Granite City may seek a new 
census and, if the trend here is 
anything like that across the 
nation, it would show an in- 
crease. 

U. S. population grew by 0.79 
per cent from 1974 to 1975, 
projections show in a new 
report, ‘Estimates of the 
Population of the United States 
and Components of Change— 
1975 (with annual data from 
1930)."" 

On Jan. 1, 1976, the total 
population of the U. S, — in- 
cluding armed forces overseas 
— is believed to have been 
214,435,000. 

This was in increase of 
1,687,000 over New Year's Day 
1975, the Census Bureau notes. 

The amount of increase was 
greater than it had been for the 
three previous years largely 
because of the admission of 
about 130,000 Vietnamese 
refugees 

Without the Vietnamese, the 
population would have grown by 
1,557,000. Nevertheless, the 
numerical gain was still lower 
than it had been in any year 
between 1946 and 1971 

While births in 1975 totaled 
3,149,000 and deaths 1,911,000, 
net civilian immigration totaled 
450,000, or 2.1 per 1,000 


population. Illegal aliens are 
not included in this figure due to 
the difficulty of estimating 
them, 

The Vietnamese refugees are 
included in the 450,000 figure, 
making the number of 1975 
immigrants higher than any 
year since 1969 

“Although the number of 
immigrants was almost 50 per 
cent higher than the previous 
year, the relative contribution 
of immigration to population 
change is small,” the report 
says. “Even in a year of high 
immigration such as 1975, only 
one-quarter of the net change in 
population was attributable to 
immigration."" 

The census report also notes 
that the Immigration Act of 1965 
has resulted in a shift in the 
national origin and in the racial 
composition of immegrants to 
the U. S. 

“In the past,”’ the report says, 
“immigrants’ have been 
predominantly white and from 
European countries. Gradually 
over the last 10 years, however, 
the proportion of immigrants of 
races other than white or black 
has grown. From 1965 to 1974, 
immigrants of other races in-

Copter airlifts GC man,

A property hunting vacation 
in the magnificent Rocky 
Mountains of Northern 
Colorado turned into a horrible 
nightmare for Albert H. and 
Charlene Walton, 18 Lakeview 
Drive, who arrived home last 
week in stages — via Army 
helicopter, the automobile of a 
helpful stranger and Greyhound 
bus. 

Al, a custodian at Stallings 
School, and his wife, 
Charlene, a nurse aide at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital, were 
almost in the center of Big 
Thompson Canyon, when the 
terrifying wall of flood water 
rushed through the canyon’s 
confines, submerging and 
destroying everything in its 
path. 

‘The local couple was staying 
at the Park Terrace Motel 
complex, located 11% miles 
west of Loveland and 18 miles 
from the canyon's western 
approach at Estes Park 

Fortunately for the Waltons, 
the Park Terrace complex of 
cabins and motel units is 
situated on an elevated terrace 
of mountain rock, about 50 feet

was common and elderly 
relatives were cared for in the 
homes of their families. 

Very little statistical in- 
formation on‘the topic exists, 
and as recently as 1970 a 
General Assembly committee 
discovered that many state 
agencies were still unable to 
‘Supply data dealing solely with 
the elderly. 

It was not, after all, until 1915 
that Illinois required the 
registration of births and 
deaths. ° 

The initiative for dealing with 
problems of the aged in the 
Prairie State has come 
primarily from the federal 
government, a pattern which 
began when the first public 
notice of Illinois’ 


‘service 


published in Washington. 

In 1847, records show that the 
first patient to die in the newly- 
established Jacksonville 
hospital was an “aged and 
demented female” who caught 
fire from a stove. 

In 1969, the first year that 
patients were classified by age 
in the hospital director's annual 
report, only six of 323 patients 
admitted were older than 60, 
two suffering from ‘“‘old age.’ 

The Civil War promoted the 
creation of a Soldiers and 
Sailors Home in Quincy in 1885 
and a Soldiers’ Widows Home in 
Wilmington. 

But these were gestures of 
appreciation for military 
rather than a 
recognition that the elderly

‘can do it myself'—it's a good 
attitude for kindergarten students 


Advice for parents of 
prospective kindergarten pupils 
(assembled by DeKalb 
schools) : 


Dear parents of-Mike (age 5): 

As the summer days slip into 
fall, I imagine Mike is eyeing 
that date when he starts to 
school for the first time in his 
life. 

It is hard to say who is more 
excited — Mike, or his parents, 
or his teacher. 

Although I have seen hun- 
dreds of “new” kindergarten 
faces through the years, I still 
catch the wonder and newness 
of that first day. 

How their eyes sparkle! How 
eager they are to touch, to 
smell, to talk, to learn 
everything there is to learn! 

However, many of the 
questions and problems that 
arise are often old ones. So I’ve 
jotted down a few suggestions 
that might help “‘new” parents 
like you in smoothing the child's 
way during those first days in 
kindergarten. 

I can do it myself! Help Mike 
to become independent. Can he 
dress himself? Zip his jacket? 
Feed himself? Go to the 
bathroom alone? Wash his 
hands thoroughly? 

Before school opens, practice 
walking to and from schools or 
the bus stop with him, Doing so 
will add to his security and 
safety. 

Who am I? — Teach Mike his 
full name, address and phone 
number. If a parent's name is 
different from his, he should 
know it. Does he know the baby 
sitter’s name and phone 
number? If not, send it with him 
to school. 

Teach him his bus number. 
Some kindergarten children are 
asked to wear tags each day 
with their name, address and 
bus number. 

What belongs to me? — How 
lovely the label! On jackets, 
sweaters, hats, boots, tennis 
shoes, paint shirts, gym shorts, 
shirts, lunch buckets and sack 
lunches. When sending money 
to school; tuck it into an en- 
velope and mark what it’s for, 
how much, and for whom. 

When do I nap? — Several 
days in advance, adjust Mike's 
meal times and nap time to the 
half-day that he will be at- 
tending school. 

A note on notes — You and 
Mike should decide upon a place 
in the house where messages or 
class work from school can be 
left. 

Whether you choose the 
refrigerator door, a special 
shoebox, or hang them on a 
lamp shade, always use the 
same place. 

Notes are notorious about 
going astray, especially if 
someone isn’t home when the 
child returns from school. A 
child who goes to a babysitter 
may need to make special 
arrangements for his com- 
munications from school. 

What to wear — Even though 
dress codes are vanishing, we 
know that some outfits are more 
suitable than others to child 
play. 

In choosing school clothing, 
ask yourself: 

1) Can the child zip, button, 
tie and hook with a minimum of 
help? 
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2) Does it suit the tem- 
perature and humidity of the 
day? Remember that many 
school rooms are not air- 
conditioned. 

3) Is the clothing activity- 
proof? It is hard to jump and 
run. in long skirts. Boots that 
lace take time. Turtlenecks are 
hot when climbing the Eagle's 
Nest. If Mary insists upon 
wearing that long skirt, send 
along a short outfit that she can 
put on later. 

The day ends. Now what? — 
Plan and rehearse with Mike 
how he is to come home after 
school, 

Are you picking him up? Is he 


walking with his brother or a 
friend? Will someone meet him 
at the bus stop? 

Some children are upset all 
day , worrying over such details. 
Spell out the plan with Mike and 
ask him to repeat the plan as a 
double-check that he really 
knows what to do at the end of 
the school day. 

A final word — As you follow 
through with these suggestions, 
do let Mike help. 

When he puts labels on his 
belongings or chooses that place 
for school messages, he will feel 
important and will better un- 
derstand what is expected of 
him. 


Attendance sparse 
at flood insurance 
meeting in Venice 


A meeting for public 
discussion of a revised flood 
insurance program for 
residential and business 
property in Venice was only 
sparsley attended Thursday 
night, but an explanation of the 
program was outlined to the 
four city officials and one 
Property owner who attended. 

Attending the session were 
Venice Aldermen Harry 
Buente, Tyrone Echols and 
John Ervin and City Clerk 
Lloyd Patterson. The one 
property owner attending was 
Mrs. Helen Hawkins, a 
representative of residents 
living in the Dobrey Slough area 
of Nameoki Township. 

Detils of the program, which 
establishes flood-prone’ areas 
and provides for a 100 per cent 
increase in flood insurance 
coverage in communities 
participating in the federal 
insurance program, were 
outlined by Ron Darsey, flood 
insurance specialist with the 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment Agency for which the flood 
insurance study was made by 
the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. 

The program follows the 
same procedure as outlined 
Wednesday at a 2 p.m. public 
meeting in the Granite City 
council chambers, attended by 
a number of residents, city 
officials and realtors. 

Darsey told the Venice 
meeting that Venice was among 
those cities qualifying for flood 


insurance under the emergency 
program now in effect by 
passing a resolution recognizing 
that the city was subject to 
flooding. 

The emergency program now 
in effect allows any homeowner 
to purchase up to $35,000 in- 
surance for a home and up to 
$100,000 for a non-residential 
structure at 25 cents per $100 
insurance. 

By meeting certain 
requirements of HUD in the new 
program, cities could enter the 
new program which would 
double the insurance coverage 
to $70,000 on homes and $200,000 
on non-residential structures. 


Homeowners still would pay 
the 25 cents per $100 fee on the 
first $35,000 coverage, but would 
pay “‘actuary rates” reflecting 
the actual risk of flooding for 
the second $35,000 on residential 
property and the second 
$100,000 on non-residential 
structures. 

The city may enter the new 
program within six to nine 
months, depending on studies 
still to be made by the Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

Patterson said he was in- 
formed that a public hearing 
will be required later on full 
details of the regular program 
after future studies are com- 
pleted, and that Venice will 
need to adopt further or- 
dinances and resolutions to 
comply with terms of the 
program

TAKE CASH FROM PURSE 


OK funds for mine subsidence control 


Rep. Melvin Price (Dem., 
23rd Illinois.) announced 
Friday that $1 million has been 
appropriated to start a coal 
mine subsidence control project 
in Belleville and Maryville. 

The $1 million is included in 
the fiscal year 1977 ap- 
propriation for the Department 
of the Interior, newly signed 
into law. Work on the sub- 
sidence control project is ex- 
pected to start after Oct. 1, 
when ‘the new federal fiscal 
year begins. 

The current year is 15 mon- 
ths, July 1975 to September 1976, 
to permit the transition to the 
new fiscal period. 

The appropriation is the first 
step toward obtaining an 
estimated $3,450,000 to drill and 
backfill many of the old coal 
mine shafts that honeycomb 
much of the land in the 23rd 
Congressional District. 

The area affected by the $1 
million appropriation covers 100 
acres and has a value of $8 
million. 

Price succeeded in obtaining 
the money for the area after 
hearing of mine subsidence 
damage to homes in three 
areas: Canterbury Manor area 
in Swansea, the St. Henry 


Seminary and Notre Dame 
Academy section in Belleville 
and the Bauer Addition in 
Maryville. 

The congressman toured 
areas where subsidence 
damage occurs as earth around 
mine shafts shifts, causing 
cracks in walls and foundations 
of buildings. 

A team of engineers from the 
Bureau of Mines also made a 
tour at Rep. Price's request, 
consulting local-level officials 
and homeowners and issuing a 
report outlining the problem 


Sam especially pleased that 
we were able to get money for 
subsidence control passed so 
quickly,” Price said. “‘I plan to 
continue watching this problem 
carefully” 

There are indications that the 
BellevillegMaryville project 
could be among the first of a 
series of mine subsidence 
control projects throughout the 
nation, he added. 

Since the nature of individual 
mines determines the methods 
with which they can be filled, 
the first $300,000 of the ap- 
propriation will be used for 
preliminary drilling, deter- 
mination of the areas most

3. Ways to Say 
; “Charge It” 
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Rule changes stress 
safer school football 


Significant changes in the 
1976 National Alliance Football 
Rules, those under which games 
played by member schools in 
the Illinois High’ School 
Association (IHSA) are ad- 
ministered, may make the 
coming season one of the most 
enjoyable for fans and yet make 
the sport safer physically for 
the competitors 

A series of 23 IHSA-sponsored 
football rules» interpretation 
meetings for officials registered 
with the association, coaches 
administrators and other school 
personnel will be held 
throughout the state and 
surrounding area from Aug. 23 
through Sept. 14 to provide 
uniform interpretations in 
revisions of the 1976 rules. 

Serving as football rules 
interpreters this fall will be 
IHSA Association Executive 
Secretary L. L. Astroth of 
Bloomington, Norman Geske of 
Wheeling, Charles Hillman of 
Hinckley, Ted Search of Chester 
and Robert L. Wright of 
Champaign 

Only officials who attend the 
1976 rules meetings will be 
etigible to be selected to work 
the 1976 football playoff series, 
which gets under way Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 10. 

Astroth will conduct a rules 
meeting at 7:30 p.m. Aug. 26 at 
Room B100, Belleville East 
High School 

Any player guilty of butting. 
blocking or face-tackling will 
cause his team to receive a 15 
yard penalty for a personal foul 

These two changes are in- 
tended to elminiate a coaching 
technique that has long been 
termed dangerous and not in the 
best interest of football as it is 
played by young people of high 

hool age 

utt-blocking is defined in the 

je book as ‘a technique in- 
volving a blow with a face 
mask, frontal area or top of the 
helmet driven directly into an 
opponent as the primary point 
of contact either in close line 
play or in the open field.” 

The rulemakers expect high 
school football players will be 
taught to keep the head in a 

table position and their eyes 
fixed on the target so that — at 
the last moment prior to contact 

they can move their heads to 
one side or the other, “skinning 
the ear," primary contact being 
made with the shoulder 

This technique will protect 
the blocker from potential head 
and neck injuries and the player 
receiving the block from direct 

act with the hard surfaces 
of the helmet and-or face 
sk,’ a spokesman said 

Face-tackling is defined in the 
rule book as “driving the face 
mask, frontal area or top of the 
helmet directly into the run 
ner." The rulemakers expect 
high school coaches to teach 
their players to tackle by 
focusing their eyes on the target 
but immediately prior to con- 
tact moving their head to the 
side so that the main contact is 
made with the shoulder 

In addition, spearing con 
tinues to carry a 15-yard 
penalty and automatic 
disqualification 

Driving the head, encased in 
a hard and unyielding helmet, 

nto an opponent is probably the 
most dangerous tactic used in 
football today,’ warns the 
National Federation of State 
High School Associations 
Executive Committee and the 
National Alliance Football 
Committee. 

The hazards of spearing are 
not limited to the hardness of 
the helmet. The player 
initiating the contact is in more 
danger than his opponent. When 
the head in the improper 
position is driven into a player, 
it may result in acute fexion or 
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hyperextension of the neck. 
These are the weakest positions 
for the neck. 

“A blow on the head when the 
neck is in either of these 
positions can cause injury to the 
spinal cord resulting in 
paralysis from the neck down.” 

A change in the en- 
croachment rule will make it a 
dead ball foul (penalty) for 
either the offensive or defensive 
player to break the plane of his 
scrimmage line after the 
snapper has made his final 
adjustment of the ball. 

The first player to break the 
plane of the line-of-scrimmage 
will be guilty of encroachment 
and his team will be penalized 
five yards. When this penalty is 
called, the offense cannot 
legally advance the ball. 

Players on offense no longer 
will be subject to the tactics of 
defensive players designed to 
intimidate them and cause false 
starts. At the same time, it will 
restrict action of offensive 
players on the ends of the line 
which may have drawn 
defenders into encroachment. 

If the defensive team fouls 
during a play in which the of- 
fense scores a field goal or 
touchdown, the penalty will be 
measured on the ensuing 
kickoff. This change is designed 
to make it costly for the 
defensive team to purposely 
foul during a play in which the 
offensive team scores. 

For example, on a 8-yard run 
for a touchdown, with the ball 
carrier already on his way to 
the goal, the defensive player 
who deliberately commits a 
personal foul may put his team 
in the hole on its next offensive 
series. The 15-yard penalty will 
be assessed on the kickoff, 
allowing the scoring team to 
kickoff from the opponent's 45- 
yard line instead of its own 40 

Fans will be able to detect 
eligible pass receivers (players 
wearing numbers 1-49 and 80- 
99) and ineligible linemen 
(players wearing numbers 50- 
79) under the 1976 rules. 

Only players wearing num 
bers 149 and-or 8-99 and who 
line up on offense in the back. 
field positions or at the ends of 
the line, will be eligible to 
receive passes. A player not 
wearing these proper numbers 
will be ineligible to receive 
passes 

The rules also recommend 
that the following system be 
used in numbering offensive 
players: Ends 80-99; Tackles 70-

Although a state Board of 
Charities had been appointed in 
1869, the state’s growing 
number of hospitals and prisons 
maintained separate ad- 
ministrators, purchasing 
policies and procedures. 

No real effort was made to 
coordinate statewide activity, 
keep useful records, or make a 
programmatic commitment to 
the aged. 

The Progressive Period saw 
the combining of a jumble of 
19th-Century commissions and 
agencies into the state 
Department of Public Welfare 
as part of a general govern- 
mental reorganization, but the 
aged received little special 
attention. 

Grey Power first appeared in 
the Depression, which broke 
hundreds of thousands of older 
citizens on the economic wheel. 

New machines threw them 
out of factories first, new 
routines eluded them, and 
family moves to a city or out of 
one left them isolated. 

It was in these years that Dr. 
Francis E. Townsend issued a 
spinetingling call which gained 
a significant response among 
Illinois’ aged 

He advocated that everyone 
older than 60 received a mon- 
thly allowance of $200 with the 
only provision that it all be 
spent in 30 days 

[he federal 

sponded quickly to real 
political pressure with the 
passage of the Social Security 

Act 

When funds from the new law 
first became available in 
Illinois in July 1936, the state's 
needy elderly were found to be 

ther carried as part of county 
or among the 55,000 in 
mates in the 27 institutions run 
by the Department of Public 
Welfare. 

The first two years under 
Social Security in Illinois were 
frantic ones. 

Nearly 151,000 persons ap- 
plied for grants in the first 
month of the program, but only 
22,000 were processed 

The state's bureaucracy was 
suddenly charged with spending 
50 per cent more than the costs 
of all the state's prisons 
hospitals and charitable in 
stitutions combined, and it 
nearly collapsed

More important, however 
was health care provided by 
Titles 18 and 19 of the federal

More recently, the federal 
government instituted Sup 
plemental Security Income 
guaranteeing an annual income 
to the aged who meet its 
prerequisit 

Under increasing political 
pressure, a Department of

In 1974, Illinois had at least 40 
discrete programs treating its 
aged in diverse ways. 

Historically, these 
developments are a recognition 
of the fact that in 1890, there 
were 137,717 of Illinois 
3,827,352 citizens, or 3.6 per cent 
of the population, older than 65 

By 1970, that number was up 
to 1,100,000; and by 1980, the 
projected figure is 1,206,200 or 
nearly 11 per cent of the 
population. 

It is also recognition that 
more and more families now 
have two or three elderly 
persons older than 85, children 
past retirement age as well, and 
grandchildren unable in many 
cases to support them all 

It is finally recognition of 
sexual politics and its effect on 
he family, a response to the 
fact that women not only live 
longer, but that more are

The report examines annual 
rates of net growth, births, 
deaths and net immigration 
from 1930 to 1975, annual 
measures of fertility from 1940 
to 1975, and components of 
change by type of population for 
calendar and fiscal years. It 
also gives population figures 
from 1900 to 1976. 

The U.S. death rate reached 
its lowest point in history last 
year, dipping to 8.9 deaths per 
1,000 population. 

The report notes that 
“although the total number of 
deaths increased gradually 
between the mid-1950s and the 
early 1970s, the number of 
deaths during 1975 — 1,911,000 
— was lower than it had been 
since 1967.” 

The actual number of deaths 
has been going up in recent 
years while the death rate has 
ranged between 9.1 per 1,000 of 
Population in 1974 and 9.7 in 
1968. The increase in the 
number of deaths reflects both 
the increasing population and 
the growing proportion of the 
population at older ages. 

But, the reports says, this 
gnereal upward trend in the 
number of deaths ‘‘was offset in 
1974 primarily by a continuing 
decline in deaths due to diseases 
of the heart, cerebrovascular 
diseases and accidents."" High- 
way and traffic accident deaths, 
for example, dropped 17.1 per 
cent from 55,069 in 1973 to 45,674 
in 1975. 

As previously reported by the 
Census Bureau, the birthrate 
also reached its lowest point in 
history during 1975, reaching 
14.7 births per 1,000 population. 

The total fertility rate (the 
number of births that 1,000 
women would have in their 
lifetimes if, at each year of age, 
they experienced the birth rates 
occurring in that calendar 
year) was estimated at 1,800 in 
1975 compared with 2,480 in 1970 
and 3,760 in 1957 — the record 
high year. 

Birth and death satistics used 
in the report are from the 
National Center for Health 
Statistics of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare.

Among the old but popular at- 
tractions which always draw 
crowds will be five days of 
harness racing (this year for 
more than $800,000 in purses), 
USAC-sanctioned auto races 
attracting top drivers in both 
“big cars” and stocks, two 
days of tractor pull competi- 
tion, the Midway in Happy 
Holiow (Gooding’s Million 
Dollar Midway with 35 rides 
and 15 shows), agriculture 
displays, farm equipment 
shows, livestock judging, a 
full day of veterans events, 
and a roster of top name 
entertainment before the 


New for '76 will be Heritage 
Square, an 80,000-square-foot 
area across from the grand- 
stand, where emphasis will 
be on ethnic foods, crafts, dis- 
plays and performances;

Radio series 
this week on 
fear of death 


A fear of death doesn’t seem 
to be about dying, but about the 
fear of nothingness and the loss 
of control, according to Eric 
Cassell, author and Cornell 
University health professor. 

His comments will be a part 
of a special series on SWIE-FM 
beginning today and continuing 
Teron Friday. WSIE-FM 
(88.7) is owned and operated 
Southern Hlinois University x 
Edwardsville. 

The series, ‘‘A Peaceful 
Death,” will be broadcast on 
“All Things Considered” daily 
from 4 p.m. until 5:30 p.m. 

In recent years, death 
counseling and the rights of the 
dying have become con- 
troversia) issues within the 
medical community, Cassell 
said. Traditionally, terminally 
il patients and their doctors 
have avoided bringing up the 
subject of death in what is 
referred to as “‘the conspiracy 
of silence.” 

But professors like Cassell 
are now supporting an openness 
between patients and doctors to 
create an equal share in both 
the healing and dying process. 

In a segment on the effect of 
counseling of patients and their 
families on the acceptance of 
death, listeners will hear a 
dialogue between a volunteer 
and a housewife whose mother 
is dying of cancer. 

Today, the program will 
include an interview with 
Cassell on new medical ap 
proaches involving care for 
dying patients. Tomorrow, 
Cassell will discuss the role 
played by relatives and friends 
in the dying process. 

On Wednesday, clinical 
psychologist Charles Garfield 
will talk about the Shanti 
Project, a counseling hotline in 
the San Francisco Bay area for 
dying patients and their 
relatives. The next day, a 
counselor and housewife whose 
mother is dying of cancer will 
describe the Shanti approach to 
death counseling. Cassell on 
Friday will discuss the use of 
life-sustaining machinery.

It went into full service July 
26 and is providing transmission 
facilities for telephone traffic 
within the contiguous 48 states 
and Hawaii. It also is capable of 
serving Alaska and Puerto Rico 
through earth stations operated 
by other carriers. 

Also, both AT&T and GTE 
engineers plan to conduct ex- 
periments with the system to 
gain additional knowledge 
about satellite transmissions 
for use in future systems. 

Operation of the system 
comes almost exactly 100 years 
after Alexander Graham Bell 
exhibited his telephone ap- 
paratus on June 25, 1876, at the 
Philadelphia’ Centennial 
Exposition, 

‘The first of the high-capacity, 
Comstar communications 
satellites, manufactured by the 
Hughes Aircrait Co., was 
launched ‘by the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., on May 13. 

The second, which will serve 
as a backup satellite, was 
launched July 22, with the third 
set of orbit in 1978. 

Initially, the system is 
being used for message 
telephone service and for 
government communications. 
While the system is capable of 
providing other communica- 
tions services, the Federal 
Communications Commission 
has prohibited both AT&T and 
GTE from providing private 
line services — except for the 
federal government — in the 48 
contiguous states and Hawaii 
for three years from the date

the system became operational. 

The sfation, located on a 160- 
acre tract about eight miles 
southeast of Galena, is one of 
four such stations operated by 
AT&T and three by GTE. 

It consists of a single-story, 
8,000-square-foot building and 
two 96-foot diameter antenna. 

Construction of the facility 
began in June 1974. Total cost of 
the project, including land, 
buildings and improvements, 
antennas, transmitting and 
receiving equipment, con- 
necting stations and facilities 
and development engineering, 
is $9.1 million. 

The station, which will be 
staffed by four AT&T Long 
Lines employes, is connected to 
the national telecom- 
munications network by a 
system of buried cable and 
microwave radio relay. 

The three satellites, each 
weighing 1,833 pounds (in orbit) 
and standing 20 feet high, are 
owned and operated by Comsat 
General, a subsidiary of the 
Communications Satellite Corp. 
AT&T is leasing the satellites 
for seven years at $1.3 million a 
month for each satellite. 

‘The backup satellite, in ad- 
dition to serving as a spare, will 
also be used to avoid outages 
when powerful radio signals 
from the sun temporarily in- 
terfere with signals from a 
satellite when it passes in front 
of the sun. Such outages, 
however, only occur a few 
minutes each year. 

Comsat General also will 
maintain a fourth satellite on 
the ground to be launched in 
case any of the satellites fail to 
perform satisfactorily. 

The three satellites will orbit 
22,300 miles over the equator in 
“*geostationary"’ positions — 
meaning each will move at the 
same rotational speed as the 
earth and therefore stay fixed 
over one geographic area 

Each satellite has 2 tran- 
sponders — devices which 
receive signals from the earth 
stations, change their 
frenquency, amplify them and 
send them back to earth. 

Each transponder provides 
1,200 one-way voice circuits. 

AT&T's three other earth 
stations are located at: Three 
Peaks, Calif., (north of San 
Francisco); Woodbury, Ga., 
(near Atlanta) and Hawley, 
Pa., (near Scranton) 

GTE’s three earth stations 
are in: Homosassa, Fla. (north 
of Tampa); Triunfo Pass, Calif. 
(near Los Angeles) and Sunset, 
Hawaii (north of Honolulu). The 
Triunfo Pass and Homosassa 
stations are not scheduled to go 
into service until early 197 

Five of the earth’ stations 
have the use of two antennas — 
one to serve as a backup — 
while those at Hawley. and 
Triunfo Pass each have three. 

Station sites were picked to 
serve widely-separated 
geographic areas with large 
telephone traffic volumes that 
are expected to continue to 
grow. 

The stations were then built 
near those population centers, 
but in rural areas with natural 
dish-shaped valleys free of 
interference from microwave 
radio and other signals. 
Environmental considerations 
also played a part in site 
selection and during con- 
struction. 

Total cost of all seven earth 
stations, including their 
terrestrial connections, was $77 
million 

While using satellites for 
domestic communications is in 
its infancy, such com- 
munications techniques are not 
new to either the Bell System or 
GTE 

Just as it pioneered in sub- 
marine cable and long-haul 
radio systems development, the 
Bell System also took the lead in 
satellite systems 

In 1954 — three years before 
the Soviet Union ‘successfully 
orbited Sputnik — Dr. John R.

Board defends 
validity survey 
on petitions 


The State Board of Elections 
is conducting a random survey 
to certify the validity and 
sufficiency of petitions filed 
with the board seeking to in- 
clude constitutional initiatives 
on the November ballot. 

State Board of Elections 
Chairman Franklin J. Lunding 
Jr., said Friday the survey is 
béing conducted in accordance 
with requirements of the Illinois 
Constitution. 

“We are clearly ordered 
under the Constitution and by 
the statutes of Illinois to un- 
dertake this project,” he said. 
“We must have the survey in 
order to determine whether the 
petition is valid. Without the 
survey,” he added, “we would 
have no basis for any decision.” 

“Under the Constitution,”’ 
Lunding added, ‘certification 
such as the one being conducted 
by the board is mandatory.” 

He explained that prior to 
adoption of the 1970 [Illinois 
Constitution, election 
authorities were not required to 
verify petitions. 

“We are, by law, ordered to 
determine if a petition involving 
constitutional amendments 
was, in fact, circulated properly 
and was executed by a suf- 
ficient number of voters,” he 
declared, 

‘To that end, 20 carefully 
selected and trained staff 
members are conducting the 
survey for the entire state. The 
random sample _ includes 
individuals who have appeared 
to have gathered in excess of 

000 signatures by them- 
selves.” 

The sample is now being 
taken by the board subject to 
review by the Cook County 
Circuit Court, which has limited 
the cost of the survey to $25,000 
at this time

AD FOR MORE

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Unjustified waterway user tax 


The U. S. Senate appropriately voted 77- 
17 on Aug. 3 against Sen. James Buckley's 
plan to tax users of inland waterways. 

A four-cents-a-gallon tax on fuel used by 
commercial vessels would have been 
detrimental to Mississippi River shipping 
and to the Tri-City Regional Port and would 
have worsened the nation’s economic 
growth, employment and_ inflation 
problems, quickly increasing prices paid by 
consumers. 

The vote was on a 1976 Tax Reform Act 
amendment that was nearly identical to the 
New York senator's separate bill introduced 
in March. He commented that the tax would 
“restore equity to the nation’s tran- 
sportation system” and predicted that 
without a user tax “we will not be 
authorizing huge expenditures for the 
waterways.” 

Sen. James Allen of Alabama said in 
debate that such a tax would “‘feed the fires 
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beaten; idea to be revived 


of inflation” by driving up costs to farmers 
who ship their grain on barges as well as the 
costs to persons and firms shipping other 
goods. He called the proposal an abrupt 
departure in federal policy. 

The American Waterways Operators said 
the issue is too important to be considered 
without public hearings. They opposed floor 
action on the topic prior to examination of 
the concept of “user taxes” as part of a 
review of the nation’s total transpo: ion 
system by the newly-created National 
Transportation Policy Study Commission 
authorized by Public Law 94-280. 

The review means that the issue is not 
dead, and this was underscored by 
discussions expected to lead to introduction 
this fall of another form of usage fee 
specifically tied to the proposed 
replacement of Locks and Dam 26 south of 
Alton. 


Helpful legislative activity negative as well as positive 


A legislator is most often noted for his 
positive actions, but negative activity also 
can be helpful when lame-brained proposals 
arise. An example is the role by State 
Senator Sam Vadalabene of this district is 
suppressing during the June and July 
General Assembly deliberations a bill that 
had slipped quietly through the Illinois 
House without a dissenting vote 

The legislation would have barred 
construction in supposed ‘100-year flood" 


areas. Despite the local levees, it would have 
become awkward or impossible to even add 
on a room here had not the bill been killed, 
legal authorities say. 

On the affirmative side, Sen. Vadalabene 
continued his effective legislative role on a 
number of matters including the Madison 
County cultural and performing arts center, 
educational television and university, arts 
and conservation funding. 


Cooperation aiding orderly growth in State Capitol area 


Press-Record Springfield Bureau — 
Prospects for the much-needed orderly 
development of the State Capitol area are 
the best they have ever been in the wake of 
the recent General Assembly session 

This is the result of a new spirit of 
cooperation generated by the Legislative 
Space Needs Commission and the Capital 
Development Board, the agencies directly 
responsible for recommending and ac 
complishing land acquisition and con 
struction of state facilities in the area. 

To succeed, these agencies needed also 
the support and cooperation of Gov. Daniel 
Walker, the General Assembly and the 
Springfield City Council. They received it 
from all. 

The fruit of their efforts is that: 

—Appropriations have been made to 
enable the Space Needs Commission to 
purchase property for state use in the area 
bounded by Cook, Pasfield, Washington 
and 3rd Streets as that property becomes 
available. Such a practice will save money 
for the state and avoid confusion. 

—Construction is under way on an un- 
derground parking facility south of the 
State Office Building to house over 700 cars. 

—Funds have been appropriated to 
design a new state office building to be 
constructed in the two-block area north of 
the Capitol and to construct a centralized 


—Spring and Ist Streets have been closed 
in the area to facilitate the construction. 

Not a part of the Capitol complex but 
located nearby is the courts complex 
project, planned for the block immediately 
north of the Executive Mansion. 

The same groups are responsible for the 
appropriations and planning for this site. It 
is to include facilities for Appellate and 
Circuit Courts and legal and paralegal 
education facilities. 

Time after time in the last half century, 
recommendations have been made for 
orderly and systematic growth of the Capitol 
area to meet the expanding needs of state 
government for office facilities. 

Few of those recommendations were 
translated into construction, and the state 
government gradually spread out to occupy 
scores of buildings in various parts of the 
city. 

Now, the governor and the legislators are 
finally providing the leadership to act 
positively on planners’ recommendations 
and expand the Capitol complex so that 
many state operations can be drawn 
together in the area, and at the same time 
the severe parking problems in the area can 
be solved. 

We commend all those involved in this 
effort, and we look forward to progressive 
growth of the Capitol area to serve the best

Search continues for men who 
stabbed SIUE security guard 


A $200 reward is being offered 
for information leading to the 
capture of a man who beat and 
stabbed a police officer from 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville Wednesday night. 

James H. Hasse, 29, Fairview 
Heights, is recuperating in St 
Elizabeth Hospital from knife 
wounds to his stomach, his left 
forearm and his left shoulder 
His forearm was cut “to the 
bone” when he raised his arm to 
keep his throat from being 
slashed, he reported. Two 
assailants were involved and 
both fled into the woods. 

Hasse’s service revolver was 
taken from him and only the 
safety mechanism kept it from 
being fired into his temple at 
point-blank range, he added. By 
the time his assailant released 
the safety, Hasse was able to 
move and the bullet struck the 
pavement, just missing his 
head. 

SIUE officers believe the 
assault was intentional and may 
have been in retaliation for 
recent drug arrests by Hasse 
and fellow officers. 

‘One officer said a young man 
believed to have been one of the 
two assailants, came up to 
Hasse about 90 minutes before 
he was assaulted, tapped him on 
the shoulder and said to a 
companion, “This is Hasse. Kill 
him!" 

Hasse was assaulted by two 
men as he returned to his patrol 
car, parked in a parking lot 
about one-fourth mile north of 
the Mississippi River Festival 
grounds during a concert. The 
assault in not believed 
associated with the rock con- 
cert 

Hasse was in _plainclothes, 
working an auto burglary and 
narcotics detail when assaulted. 

After stabbing the policeman 
several times, the two 
assailants fled into the woods. 
They attempted to take Hasse’s 
revolver, but he recovered it 
during the struggle and fired at 
least three shots at the men as 
they fled. It ts not known if 
either was struck 

SIUE and Edwardsville 
police, the Madison County 
Sheriff's Department, a St. 
Louis County K-9 unit and the 
St. Louis County Police 
helicopter aided in the search 
for the two, but were un 
successful 

One assailant, who was called 
Joe, was about 6 feet tall, 
weighed about 175 pounds, was 
25 to 30-years-of-age, had a front 
tooth missing and had dark or 
black hair held back with a 
rubber band into a pony tail 

The other was in his late 20s, 
was about 6 feet, 1 inch tall, 
weighed about 220 pounds, had 
light bushy Afro-style hair and 
may have had a mustache. Both 
were white.

One of the first bodies to be 
discovered after the flood 
abated was that of the sheriff's 
deputy who had been alerting 
those in the canyon, Walton 
learned. 

“Suddenly, I heard a roar and 
told the wife to get up and get 
dressed quickly as something is 
going on. I really couldn’t un- 
derstand the noise I was 
hearing. It sounded like a 
cyclone and I know they don’t 
have cyclones around there. All 
I knew is that I was ready to go 
straight up the mountain.” 

Walton said by the time he 
arrived at the center of the 
motel, ‘‘people were converging 
from all directions and refugees 
already were coming up the 
road wearing nightclothes.”’ 

First rumors of the cause of 
the disaster was that the dam 
had been breached and a 12-foot 
wall of water was coming 
through. “The depth of the 
water was right, but the dam 
was not cracked we learned 
later,"” Walton said 

Among the persons brought to 
the Park Terrace was an 
elderly woman who had been 
rescued by a motorist, who also 
had managed to get his wife and 
children out of danger. 

“The lady had lived at Cedar 
Grove in the Big Thompson 
Canyon since 1904 and had 
never seen anything like. this in 
all those years,” the local man 
said. 

Her rescuer ri seeing 
her take her son, a 50-year-old 
mentally retarded man, out toa 
car, then re-enter the house. 

As she stepped back outside, a 
torrent of water stryck her and 
she went down and was rolling 
along with the logs and other 
debris when he pulled her from 
the water. 

The auto with her son inside 
was swept away by the 12-foot 
wall of water and apparently he 
was killed. The elderly woman 
was seriously hurt with frac- 
tures of the shoulder and left 
hip. 

Huge boulders careened 
off the canyon walls, some as 
large as cars, and crushed 
everything, 

Covered Wagon Resta 
where the Waltons had eaten 
earlier, was swept away with 
all occupants. 

Propane gas __ bottles, 
dislocated from houses and 
trailers, exploded like bombs as 
they struck the sheer cliff walls 
and bridge abutments. 

“You could hear people 
screaming, but you couldn't 
see anything, “Albert Walton 
said. “The lights had all gone 
out about a half-hour after 
the siren sounded. 

“You didn’t know what really 
was happening. All you could 
bear was this horrendous 


Paradoxically, one couple at 
the Walton’s | motel slept 
through it all. 

On Sunday (Aug. 1), the Army 
¢stablished a helicopter pad 150 
yards from the motel and 
started evacuating the injured. 

Those airlifted left food, 
clothing and all vehicles. The 
Waltons’ Karmann Ghia still is 
sitting at the rear of the cabin 
they occupied, containing tools, 
clothing and other items. Only 
hand luggage was carried on 
board the ‘copters. 

Monday it was raining and the 
ceiling was very low, ham- 
pering rescue flights into the

up to the waist and water 
covered the remainder of his 
bedy to the neck. When his 
rescuers arrived, he said “Get 
me out of here, I really have to 
go to the bathroom.” 

One young couple had placed 
their 5-month-old infant on a big 
rock, well out of the water, and 
went to rescue some other 
people being swept down the 
river. Some passersby found the 
baby on the rock and carried it 
to the motel, but there was no 
sign of the parents, who ap- 
parently were swept away by 
the onrushing water, Walton 
said. 

Reporters were not allowed 
into the disaster area, but an 
enterprising newshound from 
Cheyenne left his buddies in 
Loveland, walked over a 
mountain pass to the Park 
Terrace Motel and recorded 
first-hand interviews, including 
the Waltons’ story. 

When last seen, the 
newsman was attempting to get 
a ride on an Army helicopter 
back to Loveland to file his 
story. “The Army wouldn't take 
him if they found out he was 
reporter, but I guess he got out 
as we didn't see him again,” 
Walton said. 

‘The same pass was used by 
an elderly “mountain man,” 
Jim Elijah, who reached the 
Park Terrace on Monday. 
Walton, who has acrophobia 
(abnormal dread of being a 
great heights), considered 
hiking back across the 
mountain with him, but the 
rain was so heavy and vision 
was very poor so he decided 
against it. 


Albert was able to get a 
message out by short wave 
radio to a pastor friend in 
Greeley, Colo., where the 
couple was to have attended 
church services and later dine 
at the minister's home Sunday. 

He commended the ability of 
the helicopter pilots. “I. was 
watching a helicopter land in 
the middle of some trees down 
near the destroyed power 
house. He must have seen 
someone over there and 
dropped down into a small 
clearing. He sure was a good 
pilot,”” Walton said. 

At 11:30 a.m. Tuesday (Aug. 
3), Albert Walton and his wife 
climbed into a Army helicopter 
with four other people. ‘The 
devastation from the air was 
unbelievable,” he said. “One 
bridge was broken in half and a 
house rested on top of another 
bridge just below the motel.”” 

“When we arrived in 
Loveland we: were met by _ 
scores of volunteers. They 
hugged our necks and offered to 
help us in any way they could.” 

Walton’s praise for the Red 
Cross workers was boundless. 
“The Red Cross was mar- 
velous,"’ he said. "They drove 
us from the landing field to 
Loveland High School, which 
was being used as an in- 
formation center and 
headquarters for processing 
the evacuees. 

“One volunteer offered to 
drive us all the way back to 
Granite City. Clothing was 
stacked to the ceiling and more 
food was ready than you can 
imagine. 

“A Red Cross lady said 300 
refugees were in the high school 
and they (Red Cross) had 
received 600 offers of housing 
from area residents.’ Most 
were in a state of shock and 
preferred to stay together until 
arrangements were made for 
them to go home, he said. 

A volunteer drove the Waltons 
to Greeley, Colo. to the home of 
their minister friend. From 
there, they returned home by 
bus. 


Despite their ordeal, the 
couple still loves the mountain 
area and upon returning 

y to Granite City, he 
finalized a deal made Saturday 
morning, July 31, the day of the 
disaster, to purchase 3% acres 
of land with four cabins, located 
2% miles east of the Estes Park 
approach in Big Thompson 
Canyon.
